Copies of the proposed Decatur Enterprise Zone 8aymAmendments were distributed.

Mr. Coll said he was here a while ago to give darmational update on the Decatur Enterprise
Zone, and at the time based on past history inigue\applications with the State of IL,
Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunitjdieved a formal resolution was not
needed from the county in order to get approvahese parcels in the final application.
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Mr. Coll said they submitted the application, @nely came back wanting a county resolution;
one was not done since the original resolution,@nahty staff agreed at the time, was worded
in such a way so that the county would automaticahcur as long as it met the criteria
established by the Enterprise Zone Advisory Bodnglach the county is a member and with
the city of Decatur. Mr. Colil said they approvédttthe last time.

This time there are new lawyers involved and whaythave asked is for a formal resolution to
be included in the package. These projects hase dpproved by every other entity which
needs to approve it including the city, Enterpdsae Advisory Board, and the IL Department
of Agriculture. Mr. Coil said he is asking for tbemmittee’s approval for the resolution
included in the packet so it can be taken to thébhard at the April 13 meeting for final
approval. The approved resolution will be taketh® state for final overall approval of the
application. His 3-24-06 memo to David Wolfe wastributed, and he feels it is self-
explanatory but will answer any questions or go ex much detail as needed. Linda Little
asked about the new, and Mr. Coil said everythiag is blue on the maps is existing space and
everything outlined or highlighted in red is th@posed piece; there is an overview map which
shows all three parcels along with individual mapeach particular parcel with headings for
identification. Mr. Colil said they coincide withbeling in the memo; the maps are from the
county, they are outstanding, and they are a afitesource. Chair Dunn said Mr. Coil has
mentioned many times before that the county’s nraggohelp them out tremendously in trying
to sell the county to people who come in to try aatlup a business here. Linda Little asked if
number two was by ADM; Mr. Coll said yes, it is &fush College Road. Linda Little asked
what effect it has on the county; Chair Dunn saidéfully bring in more revenue and Mr. Caoll
said it would at some point no doubt since new jbsald be developed. Mr. Coil said they
have not had requests for property tax abatem#rdwagh in two of the instances, NSR
Technologies and TCR Systems, they will ask fopprty tax abatement from EDC after the
annexation boundary change is approved. Mr. Gail EDC is a public private partnership and
does not belong to any government entity althouginy@ne on the EDC Board of Directors,
which includes representation from the county jnDann, along with the city and a variety of
other people, make the recommendation as to whegregprove abatement or not; there are
specific criteria in place to get property tax &a¢nt. Motion made by Linda Little to approve
sending the resolution for the addition of the ¢hliscations to the enterprise zone to the full
board, seconded by Melverta Wilkins, and motiomiedrunanimously.

Environmental Protection Agency and Macon Cour8herri said since 2001, this has been on
a five-year renewal plan and Macon County’s expiregdune 30; it is essentially the
intergovernmental agreement which allows us to Bé khspections for them. The new items
in the delegation agreement, there is an examptagtan addition to the agreement on page 5
when they are talking about the enforcement detigroups which is a clarification.
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On page 7, the county shall comply with the pransi this is an addition brought out of the
Patriot Act to make sure the information is keptuse. In section 7, they transferred a large
section, the inspection schedule and how we arpasgpto do the inspections from what was
originally the guidance on the manual on the emforent management system, and they just
moved it from the manual into the agreement. $Bard it is her opinion none of the changes
have much of a significant impact on the meaninthefagreement. Chair Dunn asked if the
agreement would be from the old one until June28@1 even though it goes into effect in June.
Sherri said the EPA wants the paperwork sent agreediby June 1, and she believes it goes into
effect July 1, and it is for a five-year term whiwbuld expire June 30, 2011. Motion made by
Patty Cox to approve the delegation agreementsaodnded by Verzell Taylor. Chair Dunn
asked if it stops here or goes to the full boatter8 said it is a contract, an intergovernmental
agreement with EPA, and it requires the signatéitheboard chairman so she feels it needs to
go to the full board. Motion carried unanimously.
